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TRADE REPORTED AS IMPROVING. 


Good Business at Holyoke—Chicago Shows an Increase — 
Philadelphia Exceeds Expectations Bad Weather 
Affects Miami Valley Movement. 








All grades of paper are feeling the effects of the dull 
season and business is more or less quiet, depending upon 
conditions existing among consumers. The truth is that 
the unusually warm weather for the season has put prac- 
tically all business enterprises somewhat out of their usual 
conditions and has had an influence in reducing the de- 
mand for paper. Of course, this does not apply to roofing 
papers, which are enjoying an unprecedented winter busi- 
ness, sales continuing heavy for the season, with numer- 
ous inquiries for supplies to be delivered later. News is 
unchanged, so far as can be learned. Some interests in- 
sist that the market is firmer, but it is noted that they go on 
selling at the same old figures, and it cannot be learned 
that buyers have any difficulty in obtaining supplies on that 
basis. Book papers are feeling the effects of the printers’ 
strike, and some machines have been stopped because of 
the reduction in demand. Cover papers are reported in 
active demand, some of the more expensive grades selling 
better than those lower priced. Business in cover papers 
is heavier than it was last year at this time, due to an in- 
creasing use of these papers in varying classes of work. 
Manilas are about steady, but the situation is not as prom- 
ising as it was, and in some quarters a shade of weakness 
has developed. No reduction in quotations has yet been 
made, but it would be possible to buy at lower figures under 
some circumstances. Tissues appear to be in substantially 
the position hitherto reported. Prices are firm and 
holders are not ready to shade quotations, even on large 
orders. Writings are suffering somewhat from the effects 
of the printers’ strike and demand has decreased somewhat 
in consequence. Bonds and ledgers are in much the same 
position.

Business with the mills in this section has been good 
during the past week, and manufacturers state that trade 
is holding up well. The weather has been unseasonable, 
but this has had little effect upon trade conditions in gen- 
eral, and the mills have been well supplied with orders. 
None of the manufacturers are complaining and the mills 
are running along smoothly. 

The American Writing Paper Company has a good share 
of the orders that are going around, and all of the divi- 
sions are busy. A satisfactory number of orders have been 
received. 

There is very little that can be said as to trade over that 
mentioned last week, but there is a general tendency on 
the part of the manufacturers in Western Massachusetts 
to predict a better condition of affairs in a few weeks. At 
this time no complaint is made, however. Ferry.

Any price move- 
ment from now on must, well posted members of the trade 
say, be upward. Butchers’ manilas were advanced $1 a ton 
by the leading interests the past week and this will, no 
doubt, become general.

Trade developments with city paper jobbers have under- 
gone no change since reporting business conditions last 
week. The white paper dealers claim that the daily distri- 
bution of print papers is somewhat limited at present, al- 
though the local demand seems to be holding up fairly 
well. City trade is rot calling for paper beyond its imme- 
diate needs, fearing the labor troubles likely to develop 
the tst of February with the printers. Fancy papers. 
glazed, &c., are said to be having a very good demand. 
Manilas and all lines of store wrappings are being moved 
in very good volume from jobbers’ hands so the dealers 
makirg a specialty of those grades say. While local paper 
dealers gererally report business as being “‘fair” or “good,” 
none of them seem to put much enthasiasm in their state- 
ments, from which it might be inferred that trade is not 
as heavy or as active as it ought to be at this time of the 


year. With paper manufacturers new business is not very 
active, but then the regular demand from various sources, 
divided up as it is, is of sufficient volume to keep the mills 
running, although not many of them are over crowded 
just at present. Some book mills are forced to hold paper 
made up on orders pending settlement of the printers’ 
strike in New York Coating mills claim to be very busy, 
one particular mill claiming to have thrown out certain 
undesirable lines to handle the better grades at better 
prices.

Philadelphia Demand Exceeds Expectations.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., January 23, 1906—To the manu- 
facturers here the week brought better business largely be- 
cause the strike among printers in the South seems to be 
breaking up. Certainly orders are coming freely from 
that section, where, during the preceding six weeks, they 
have been scarce. From the West, too, business is coming 
in better shape, but the South leads the West. From 
nearby points demand is quiet but steady, and locally it 
is more active than might have been anticipated with the 
still pending labor troubles. The strike in the printing 
trade still continues, but the end is expected before the 
month closes. It is believed that the employers will be 
successful. 

The only notable feature in the week’s market has been 
the hammering of the price of coated papers. Good qual- 
ities of such papers are now being offered as low as 5 
cents, and in a few instances lower yet. For this the 
jobbers see no good reason. Meanwhile the sure entrance 
of the West Virginia Company into the coated field is being 
looked for. Announcement of its success in securing the 
services of a well known local manager has not been made. 

There is doing because of the open season a rushing 
business in building papers. Trade, indeed, was never so 
good in January. For tissues the market continues firm, 
for wrappings it is quiet, and for book and flats a trifle 
quiet, although, save for coated papers, there has been no 
slump in quotations. E. R. G. 


Bad Weather Affects Miami Valley Trade.

Dayton, Ohio, January 23, 1906.—General trade condi- 
tions have not vastly improved during the week. There 
was a momentary lull, due, it is reported, as much to the 
unseasonable weather as to any other contributing cause. 
Just how the weather operates deleteriously on the paper 
business has always been an enigma, and whenever any 
other excuse becomes invalid, some men are apt to place 
trade responsibilities on Old Probs. Until better weather 
conditions arrive it is feared there will be small improve- 
ment in the general trade. Some of the mill owners down 
the valley reported improved conditions. Pulp men, who 
really expected a revision of the price lists the first of the 
year, are said to have been only slightly disappointed. 
Manvfacturers and dealers in the best grades of the finished 
product are enjoying the liveliest trade. A few firms are 
yet in their inventorying period and will be able to soon 
report just how they came out during the year, which has 
generally been heralded as “the greatest ever” from a com- 
mercial point of view. M. V.

WESTERN BOX MEN MEET. 


They Hold Their Semi-Annual Meeting and Barquet in Cin- 
cinnati—Business and Pleasure Were, as Usual, 
Happily Combined at the Gathering.

Dayton, Ohio, January 23, 1906.—The twentieth semi- 
annual meeting of the Western Paper Box Manufacturers’ 
Association, which was held in Cincinnati, closing Satur- 
day, was the best in the history of that organization, from 
nearly all standpoints. Quite naturally the Miami Valley 
was numerously represented by box men, on account of 
the session having been held practically in their midst. 

At the business sessions, methods for the betterment of 
the trade were discussed earnestly and much good is ex- 
pected to develop from the talk. Conditions during 1905 
and the outlook for the ensuing year were discussed, and 
most of the members were unanimous in expressing de- 
cided hopes for an excellent spring business. The fall busi- 
ness was above the normal, derpite the increase in prices of 
the raw material. There was an animated discussion of the 
results of the “Parks pooling plan,” and, of course, the 
boost in prices for the unfinished product was attributed 
to that organization. Better prices for the finished product 


are expected, and have already been secured in some in- 


stances. President John B. Holman, of St. Louis, ex- 
pressed satisfaction over the business of the past year and 
predicted greater things for the current twelvemonth. 

More than 100 delegates from the territory bounded by 
the Pittsburg district on the east, Denver on the west and 
from the great lakes on the north to the Gulf of Mexicd, 
were there to benefit the trade by a discussion of practical 
topics, and they did it. Incidentally they enjoyed numerous 
social sessions, and ke it said to the credit of the Queen 
City and the delegation from this section, they were roy- 
ally received. Quite a number took a side trip into the 
heart of the Miami Valley to investigate local conditions 
and inspect various plants, concerning which they have 
heard much in the past decade. It was announced that, 
despite the increase in the price of the raw product, there 
would be no immediate advance in the schedule lists. Fol- 
lowing a markedly “off” season last spring the fall trade 
blossomed as the rose and it has continued with satisfactory 
results up to the present time 

The objects of the association are to create a better feel- 
ing and acquaintanceship among the members of the trade, 
by social intercourse; to discuss business matters of in- 
terest to the trade, and by united action to combat trusts 
and combinations that are inimical to their interests. 

At the banquet served at the Business Men’s Club, the 
“Loose Lid Quartet” distinguished itself. W.-E. Ritchie 
responded to a toast, “The Boxmakers’ Association”; J. 
Philip Bird, to “Our Country”; Samuel R. Perry, “Song 
and Remarks”; J. P. Hummel, to “The Value of Meeting 
Your Competitor Socially’; A. H. Dougall, on “The 
Happy Life of a Straw Board Price Manipulator,” and T. 
M. Patterson, on “Reminiscences.” 

The banquet was only one of several social events, 
theatre parties having keen numerous and popular during 
the several days’ session. The social side of the half 
yearly meeting was not neglected in any measure and it is 
safe to say that never before had there been a more en- 
joyable convention of the association, East, West, North 
or South. The central location of the meeting place at- 
tracted an unusually large attendance. 

At the joint session the associate members, who, by the 
way, form an important branch of the association, expressed 
the opinion that the regular members should purchase their 
raw material from them, and it is understood that this was 
tacitly agreed to as far as possible. 

The election of officers proved a harmonious event, with 
ro contests. Fred Davenport, of Cincinnati, wha has been 
the efficient secretary of the association for some time, was 
elected president; J. P. Hummel, of Milwaukee, was chosen 
vice president, and Harry B. Mahan, of Indianapolis, secre- 
tary. The new executive committee is composed of the 
above named officers and the following: Ex-President John 
‘B. Holman, of St. Louis; W. E. Ritchie, of Chicago, and 
Edward Schultz, of Chicago. The vote on the selection of 
the next meeting place was close and it was decided to take 
a subsequent vote by mail. It is the impression that while 
Chicago is an aspirant for honors, St. Paul may win.

the bellows plates, as in the prior art, but there are no 
bellows joints secured to the sides and ends of the bellows 
plates. Gotham screens have a different and apparently 
more practical and effective driving mechanism, and a 
different, and claimed to be an improved, arrangement of 
flow box, which dispenses with the forked connecting 
frame of the patent. 

The claims in suit are as follows: 

“1. In a pulp screening machine, the combination of the 
series of separate screens 18, the series of independent 
bellows plates 5, having the flexible bellows joints 6 at 
their sides and ends, the drive shaft 7, having the eccen- 
trics 8 9 alternately arranged upon it, and the connecting 
frames 10, substantially as set forth. 

“2. The combination, in a pulp screening machine, of 
the body frame 2, having the parallel cross bars 3, the 
series of independent reciprocating bellows plates 5, having 
the flexible bellows joints 6 at their sides and ends, the 
flexible packing strips 13 and 14 extending around the ends 
and sides of each bellows, and the top 15, having the series 
of parallel cross bars 17 and the screen plates 18, substan- 
tially as set forth.” 

The other machines complained of are those known in 
the trade as the Success, Packer, New Success, New 
Packer, Monarch and Wells screens. The Packer, Success, 
Monarch and Wells screens do not differ substantially from 
the Gotham construction. The New Packer and New Suc- 
cess machines do not infringe the setond claim, because, 
inter alia, “the screen chambers lying beneath the plates 
and above the vibrating diaphragms are not separated from 
each other by tight partitions”; they use a continuous sheet 
of rubber as a vibrating diaphragm, thus dispensing with 
the “bellows plates 5” and “the flexible bellows joints 6 
at their sides and ends”; they do not have “the flexible 
packing strips 13 and 14, extending around the ends and 
sides of each bellows,” as claimed, and, therefore, not 
“thus separating each bellows plate by an air tight joint 
extending entirely around it, and rendering each bellows 
and the screen plate above it entirely independent from 
all the others.” 

The contention of complainant that pulp stock lodging be- 
tween screen chambers so constructed as to be in free 
communication with each other throughout the whole vat, 
is the equivalent of these specifically limited “flexible pack- 
ing strips 13 and 14,” described as “the packing completely 
around each bellows (which) separates it completely from 
the others,” because the patentee stated that said packing 
strips might be of “rubber or other suitable material,” is 
without merit and does not require discussion. 

If,.in the operation of a machine constructed without 
such strips, the pulp stock performs the function of sealing 
and separation, then there is no useful function assignable 
to or resultant from the provision of such strips. 

Much of the evidence in this case is devoted to a dis- 
cussion as to whether the Victory patent is predicated upon 
an erroneous theory of pneumatic operation by means of 
air constantly present beneath the screen plates alternately 
pumped up and down through the slots in the screen plates 
and causing a powerful downward suction of pulp into the 
chamber. The conflict of evidence on this point, based 
upon conflicting theories and practical experiments, leaves 
the question in doubt. We have not found it necessary, 
however, to determine this question or the subsidiary ques- 
tion as to whether defendant’s screens are pneumatic or 
hydraulic in their operation. 

The language of the patent fails to state any theory of 
the patentee as to the presence of air below the screen 
plates, But where a patent discloses means by which a 
novel and successful result is secured, it is immaterial 
whether the patentee understands or correctly states the 
‘heory or philosophical principles of the mechanism which 
roduces the new result. Walker on Patents, Section 175; 
Jixon-Woods Co. vs. Pfeifer,.55 Fed., 390; National Meter 
Co. vs. Thomson Meter Co., 106 Fed., 531, 538. It may be 


issumed, however, in the disposition of this case that the_ 


patentee proceeded upon the pneumatic theory and that 
this theory was correct, and that the “important feature” 
f the Victory invention, the independent air tight con- 
struction, upon either theory of operation was a patentable 
mprovement upon the devices of the prior art. 

The patentee originally claimed his invention broadly in 
he following claims: 

“1. In a paper screening machine, the combination, with 

series of screen plates, of a series of independent bellows 
vorking beneath said screens; substantially as set forth. 

“2. In a paper screening machine, the combination, with 
\ series of screen plates, of a series of alternately recipro- 
‘ating bellows; substantially as set forth. 

“3. The combination, with the series of screen plates, of 
he independent bellows, the drive shaft having the series 
‘f eccentrics alternately arranged ypon it, and the connect- 
ng frames; substantially as set forth. 

“4. The combination, of the body frame having the cross- 
bars, the reciprocating bellows plates having the bellows 


joints, the packing around each bellows, and the top having 
the crossbars and the screen plates; substantially as set 
forth.” 

They were rejected on Kron Patent No. 315,420, and 
were canceled, and the claims in suit were substituted 
therefor. 

The Kron patent showed two longitudinally arranged 
chambers provided with pulsating diaphragms alternately 
actuated. It does not show the details of construction of 
the Victory patent, such as the parallel crossbar air tight 
arrangement with packing strips. 

In view of the marked differences in construction, it is 
questionable whether the applicant Victory, instead of can- 
celling, might not have so amended the rejected claims, 
especially the fourth, as to differentiate them from the 
references cited, and still protect some of the broader ele- 
ments of his invention. But, however that may be, he 
acquiesced in the action of the Patent Office, and elected to 
substitute the present narrow claims in suit, and is now 
estopped so to expand them as to embrace the rejected 
subject matter. Whether such limitation would have been 
required upon a full survey of the prior art will be dis- 
cussed later. 

Defendant's expert, Dayton, names as the three closest 
references to the patent in suit the Richardson & Glenny 
British Patent No. 4,669 of 1880; the “Engineer No. 1,” 
showing, in 1887, the construction then made under the 
Miller British Patent No. 3,620 of 1880, and the United 
States Russell & Cragin Patent No. 350,543 of 1887. 

The Richardson & Glenny patent is for an improved 
strainer for paper pulp. The patentee describes and illus- 
trates a strainer fixed in an inclined position in a vat, pro- 
vided at its bottom with “a disk and diaphragm of India 
rubber or other flexible material, and a rapid reciprocal 
motion is given to the disk by means of a connecting rod 
and crank working from a revolving shaft.” 

The patentee, stating that “the finished pulp passes 
through the strainer by the aid of the action of the disk 
and diaphragm, * * * and the strainer is self clearing,” 
says: 

“It is most convenient and effective to use two or more 
similar strainers, and for the stuff to flow over the surface 
of one of them onto that of the next, and so from one to 
another till all the clean pulp has passed through and ali 
foreign matter is strained out or separated.” 

Thus the patent showed a strainer divided into two sec- 
tions, each having its separate diaphragm. These sections 
were separated from each other by a cross partition, so as 
to be independent one of the other. The diaphragms or 
bellows plates were connected with the top edge of open- 
ings into the sections by a flexible India rubber gasket, and 
so connected to the driving mechanism as to enable one 
of the diaphragms to rise while the other was descend- 
ing. The openings from the vats were regulated by valves, 
so used to regulate the outflow that “the level of the stuff 
in the vat may be regulated and maintained at the level at 
which the strainer works most efficiently.” The patentee, 
referring to the inclined position of the plates, says that 
those on the second chamber “may be placed level or 
slightly inclined.” 

Complainant asserts that this patent does not show a 
series of parallel crossbars forming the rectangular spaces, 
nor the bellows plates at the top of these spaces, as spe- 
cifically described and claimed in the patent in suit, nor its 
specific driving shaft construction, nor the airtight crossbar 
construction 

Counsel for complainant says: “The change of the bel- 
lows plates from the bottom to the top of the frame body 
reduced the sizes of the expanding and contracting cham- 
bers and increased materially the efficiency of the suction, 
and the size and shape of the bellows plates are different 
in the Victory invention.” 

It may be assumed that this statement is correct. 

There is a direct conflict of testimony as to whether 
experimental machines, claimed to be constructed under 
the Richardson & Glenny patent, were capable of success- 
ful practical operation. The time worn allegations of 
painstaking efforts to construct and operate, resulting in 
utter failure, are met by the conventional counter allega- 
tions directed to showing that the prior machines were 
better than those of the later invention claimed in the 
patent in suit. There is evidence tending to show that 
some unwarranted additions were made to the Richardson 
& Glenny experimental machine constructed by defendant, 
which largely contributed to its successful operation, and 
that the so called Richardson & Glenny machine experi- 
mented with by complainant was unwarrantably so con- 
structed that it could not possibly work. 

It is claimed by defendant that machines made under 
this patent were manufactured and sold in 1882, and for 
many years thereafter, while complainant’s witnesses tes- 
tify that the Richardson & Glenny machines used in the 
Remington factory were not practically successful and were 
discarded. 

In view of this conflict of testimony it is impossible to 
certainly determine the extent of the bearing of these ma-

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The Printers’ Strike Still On. 

Changes come but ‘slowly in the printers’ strike. No 
important firms have signed the eight hour propositio 
during the past week, and there appears to be an inclina 
tion to fight it out regardless of consequences. The Ty 
pothetz is standing together, and so far as can be learned 
the organization is strong enough to carry on the fight 
indefinitely. 

The Typothete has issued a statement giving the sta 
tistics of the fight to date. The figures are for the entire 
country and represent the situation with reasonable ac 
curacy. Number of offices in which there are strikes, 
384; number of men who went out, 4,041; number of men 
now employed, 3,707; number of men withdrawn from the 
union, 258; number of union men now on strike, 1,441 
These numbers represent the sittiation in forty-one cities 
scattered throughout the United States. 

The long drawn out controversy is affecting the paper 
industry more and more each day, though perhaps the loss 
of business is not so serious as was expected it would be 
This is due to the fact that much composition was don 
ahead and press rooms are now running on the work set 
before the strike began. Some machines have been stopped 
in the East as a direct result of the strike, and will not be 
started until the trouble is settled. Whether any further 
shutdowns will follow cannot be predicted with any cer 
tainty yet. But the longer the difficulty continues the 
worse the effect will be on the trade. 

The employing electrotypers met the strike of their men 
with the announcement of the open shop and intend stand- 


ing by that principle until it is firmly established.

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BRITISH IMPORTS AND EXPORTS. 


The Imports of Paper for 1905 Showed an Increase of 
$1,577,630 and the Exports $307,910 —Unprinted 
Paper Figures Largely in the Imports. 


Lonvon, Eng., January 12, 1906—Year after year the 
imports of paper, &c., into the United Kingdom continue 
to increase, the total value for 1905 standing at the enor- 
mous sum of £5,256,145, an addition of £315,526 compared 
with the previous year. 

The principal receipts fall under the heading of unprinted 
paper, the value last year being £3,644,964, comprising 
£1,043,145 worth on reels and £2,601,819 worth not on 
reels.

While there are no mat- 
ters of pressing importance to be considered, the meeting 
will be an interesting one. The inspiring address recently 
made by the secretary of the National Paper Trade Asso- 
ciation indicated new fields of usefulness for local organiza- 
tions and has enthused renewed activities into the mem- 
bership. It is likely that at the meeting there will be ap- 
pointed a committee on wrapping papers and a committee 
of bonds and flats. The attendance of a large representa- 
tion at New York, at the meeting on February 7, will be 
urged.

In No Hurry for Decision on General Paper Co.

AppLeton, Wis., January 22, 1906.—This is about the 
time set last fall for getting a decision from the United 
States Supreme Court in the General Paper Company case, 
wherein it should be determined whether or not some of 
the paper manufacturers should be forced to answer ques- 
tions of the Government attorneys which they have here- 
tofore refused to answer. Everybody said when the case 
went to court that a decision might be expected by the 
middle or last of January. While, of course, the manufac- 
turers are hearing nothing directly from the court, the sur- 
mise is gaining ground that it may be some little time yet 
before the decision is handed down. The case has raised 
new and important issues relating to corporations, and it is 
believed that the court will take more time in view of these 
things to make up its mind. It may be two or three 
months more, therefore, before the decision will be made 
known. However, no one is particularly anxious for it, and 
the trade will wait with good grace as long as the court 
chooses, for it is felt that the agitation connected with the 
General Paper Company case has had a good deal to do 
one way and another with upsetting the market. 

Fox RIVER. 
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Canal Enlargement Disturbs Fulton, N. Y., Mill Men. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Futon, N. Y., January 23, 1906.—This town is stirred 
up over the action of the State in the proposed enlargement 
of the Oswego Canal. By this enlargement it is proposed 
to build a large wall along the rear of the various mills 
securing their water power from the canal and emptying 
it back by tailraces below the fall. By the plans for the 
enlargement it will be necessary for the State to build this 
retaining wall and cut off the tailraces of the pulp and 
paper mills and other manufacturers dependent on the 
canal for water power purposes. Some effort will be made 
with the State Superintendent of Public Works to permit 
the mill owners to join with the State and construct open- 
ings so that the tailraces will not be interfered with and 
the business of the mills go on without interruption.

The Bids at Washington. 


The result of the bidding for the Government contracts 
will be found in a double page folder which is made a 
part of this issue. As these bids were received after the 
rest of this number had been made up, a summary of the 
bidding and any comparison of the figures with those of 
last year are out of the question at this time. The trade 
must, therefore, wrestle with the table unaided. Those, 
however, who preserve these sheets from year to year will 
derive considerable pleasure from a comparison of the 
figures, even if the average price on each grade is a low 
one. 

That the bids this year will be scanned as they have not 
been since 1899 is a foregone conclusion. The eyes of the 
trade, both East and West, will read them eagerly, because 
of the belief that they will this year mean so much. The 
present condition and the future of the market, especially 
in book paper, will both be disclosed by the bidding, so 
it is thought. Whether this will prove true or not will 
be an interesting matter to follow. As is well known, there 
is a popular notion that the prices at which the Govern- 
ment buys its paper determine the market quotations for 
the ensuing year. This belief accounts in large part for 
the interest in the bidding. But while there has been some 
evidence in the past to warrant this belief, the settled opin- 
ion of the trade is that the demand, regulated by the vary- 
ing conditions of the market, fixes the price of paper. In 
view of this the effect of the bidding will probably not be 


very lasting. 
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Convention Week. 

The second week in February will be an interesting one 
for practically all branches of the industry. On Monday 
and Tuesday of the week there will, no doubt, be the 
usual rush for seats at the banquet, together with the 
hurry of preparation for the various meetings and the 
making of personal appointments for the annual reunion 
of old friends. 

On Wednesday, the 7th, the National Paper Trade Asso- 
ciation, the dealers’ organization, will hold its third 
annual meeting in the East Room of the Waldorf- 
Astoria Hotel. The program for the day is almost identi- 
cal with that of the Manufacturers’ Association. As there 
are a number of important matters to be dealt with, the 
sessions of the dealers will be of great interest to the dis- 
tributing branch of the trade. Because of the vital char- 
acter of the questions to come before the meeting a large 
attendance of members is requested, whether delegates or 
not. Having finished their business, the dealers will join 
the manufacturers at the banquet of the latter on the fol- 
lowing evening. 

Thursday, February 8, will be the big day of Convention 
Week, as into its twenty-four hours will be crowded meet- 
ings of the American Paper and Pulp Association, the 
National Association of Tissue Paper Manufacturers, the 
American Sulphite Manufacturers’ Association, the Asso- 
ciation .of Soda Fibre Manufacturers and a few minor 
ones. The banquet in the evening will come as a pleasant 
festive climax to the day of toil. 

This year only members of the American Paper and 
Pulp Association will be admitted to its business sessions 
and to the luncheon. To distinguish members from non- 
members it has been decided that the former shall wear a 
gold and enamel button bearing the monogram of the as- 
sociatlon. These buttons will be distributed to members 
on request. Members should make it a point to provide 
themselves with one, as otherwise they will not be ad- 
mitted to either the meeting or luncheon. 

Members of the American Paper and Pulp Association 
are urged while in New York to visit the headquarters of 
the association, at 309 Broadway. They are also urged to 
make use of its many accommodations and to have their 
mail sent to them there. Correspondence can be attended 
to at the headquarters. 

Those members of the trade who intend to ge to the 
banquet are advised to procure their tickets without delay, 
as there is really a very large advance sale of seats. In 
connection with this warning it should be stated that the 
hall seats comfortably but 550. Last year there were 668 
chairs occupied, with the result that over 100 members had 
to dine in an adjoining room, later crowding into the 
large banquet hall to hear the after dinner addresses. The 


recitation of this fact should carry its own moral—“apply 
early and avoid the rush.” 

Now that we are giving good advice, we must not forget 
to inform our out of town friends that they should ¢ecure 
their hotel accommodations immediately if they exp 5 
stay in New York over night. This word of wisdom is 
prompted by the daily reports in the New York papers to 
the effect that all the hotels in the city are nightly turning 
away would-be guests. Paper men should not rely too 
much on their long acquaintance with room clerks, * . 
without beds at their disposal room clerks sink to the level 
of ordinary men. Those paper men who come to the 
city week after next and who cannot find even standing 
room at the hotels must not blame THe Paper TRADE 
Journat for their plight. 


The Victory Screen Decision, 

The United States Circuit Court of Appeals has decided 
that the screens now in use in pulp mills in this countr 
do not infringe on the Victory screen, Letters Patent N~ 
417,451, granted to Edmund Victory, December 17, 1880. 
The test case just decided practically settles that question. 
The suit while nominally against the United Box Board 
and Paper Company was in reality brought against a few 
machinery companies whose screens were claimed to be 
infringements of the Victory patent. By its decision the 
Circuit Court of Appeals denies the alleged infringement 
and reverses the decree of Judge Ray granting an injunc- 
tion against the makers and users of certain other screens. 
The result of the long litigation is, therefore, that both 
makers and users are guaranteed freedom from all further 
trouble on the score of the Victory. patent unless a rehear- 
ing of the whole case can be had, which seems unlikely. 
From the decision of the Circuit Court of Appeals there 
is rarely any appeal to the Supreme Court at Washington. 
The case can therefore be considered definitely settled. 

The worry and loss of money to the makers and users 
of screens during the past six or seven years has been one 
of the big disturbing features of the industry. In that time 
two decisions have been obtained sustaining the validity 
of the patent; one, Van Epps vs. International Paper Com- 
pany; the other against the United Box Board and Paper 
Company, which has just been reversed. Besides these 
favorable decisions large amounts of money have been paid 
in royalties by both machine builders and paper and pulp 
manufacturers. 

Following the decree of Judge Ray, in May of last year, 
suits were brought against a very long list of paper and 
pulp companies in the various sections of the country. 
These have been held up pending the decision of the Cir- 
cuit Court in the test cases. 

The full decision of the Circuit Court of Appeals will 
be found elsewhere in this issue. It is very long and very 
exhaustive. Those who are interested will no doubt read 
it all through. For the benefit of those who have only a 
casual general interest in such matters we append a few 
of the closing paragraphs of the decision: 

“An exhaustive examination of the record, and careful 
consideration of all the arguments herein, in view of the 
importance of the questions involved, compels the conclu- 
sion that the Victory conception was a meritorious one. and 
not justly subject to the criticisms belittling the status of 
the invention. 

“It was new in Victory to use bellows plates with con- 
cave tops, having bellows joints secured to their sides and 
ends, flexible packing strips, such as he describes, and 
forked connecting frame. And Victory departed from the 
prior art, not only in these details of construction, but also 
by placing a diaphragm up between each pair of cross bars, 
thus effecting a division of the spaces into separate, isolated, 
independent pumping chambers. 

“Therefore, every assumption has been made and every 
doubt has been resolved in favor of the patent, so far as 
this was justified by the record. But, even in this view, 
we cannot ignore the self imposed limitation of the claims 
in suit, justified, if not required, by the prior art. The 
defendant, by the elimination or modification of the claimed 
details of the patented construction, and a readjustment of 
relative size and location, of supporting bars, diaphragms 
and flow box, either permissible by reason of the disclos- 
ures of the prior art, or not covered by the claims in suit, 
has succeeded in constructing a non-infringing machine.”

chines on the patent in suit. But, even if the work done by 
the screens was unsatisfactory, it may be fairly assumed 
that the chief trouble was, as stated by complainant’s wit- 
ness, Remington. He testified as follows: 

“They screened the stock very nicely, but we put only a 
small quantity through them. 

“Q. 23. What was the reason for discarding the further 
use of these screens? 

“A. The quantity we could get through them was so 
small.” 

In these circumstances, the rule frequently invoked in 
the case of mere paper patents may with much greater 
force be applied to these machines, which, even though 
they may have worked imperfectly, were confessedly ca- 
pable of a limited successful, practical operation. Where 
such patents, or the machines constructed under them, 
embody the principle covered by a later patent, the mere 
fact that they are not capable of successful practical work- 
ing because of objections as to minor matters of detail in 
construction will not deprive them of their effect as de- 
fenses where they sufficiently disclose the invention claimed 
in the later patent. Pickering vs. McCullough, 104 U. S., 
310, 319. 

Engineer No. 1 publication illustrates and describes ma- 
chines constructed under Miller British Patent No. 3,620, 
of 188. These machines show an arrangement of devices 
similar to those in Richardson & Glenny, but designed to 
effect the screening by “producing a disturbance which 
causes the stuff to pass through the slits.” There is no 
suggestion or construction implying the idea of utilizing 
suction in their operation. 

Nevertheless, the Miller machines, which were practically 
and commercially successful, serve to closely limit the 
Victory patent, and their manifest bearing upon its status 
are not disposed of or seriously affected, save in the par- 
ticulars noted above, by the criticisms of complainant’s ex- 
pert. 

The Russell & Cragin Patent No. 359,543 shows a con- 
struction embodying every element found in the. patented 
construction in suit, except the diaphragm and joints. The 
space beneath the series of horizontal screen plates is di- 
vided by transverse partitions into separate chambers, pro- 
vided with separate agitators or pumping bars. The upper 
and lower sections of the vat, hinged as in Victory, contain 
upper and lower crossbars, as.in Victory, having packing 
strips thereon, and the discharge passages all deliver into 
a common flow box. The patentees say: 

“BB represent the stationary bars or partitions between 
the pumping bars A. These partitions we now provide 
with longitudinal indentations or channels c in their tops, 
and secure to the under side of the screen C strips d, of 
wood or metal, or other suitable material, coinciding with 
the channels of the partitions, and fitted closely thereto, so 
as to form a tight joint and support the central portion 
of the screen, and at the same time form a separate and 
distinct compartment for each pumping bar, thereby further 
increasing the efficiency of the pumping apparatus under 
the screen.” 

Complainant’s expert's criticisms of this patent are that 
the pumping bars cannot pump, but are mere agitators, and 
that there can be no air space between the plates. The 
second point is immaterial in the view we have taken as to 
the hydraulic and pneumatic theories; the first point is 
met by the presence in the art of the vibrating diaphragms, 
shown in the patents already discussed, and by the descrip- 
tion and illustration of the two means in Wise, British pat- 
ent, No. 14,101, and their description as equivalents in 
Kron, patent No. 14,603. 

It is unnecessary to further examine this branch of the 
prior art. 

The screen machines chiefly in use in this*country prior 
to the Victory invention were the Knocker, Bremaker & 
Moore, Gould, and Black & Clawson. Of these the Brem- 
aker & Moore screen, described in Bremaker patent, No. 
242,428, may be selected as the most important and best 
type, and will be discussed because of its continuous prac- 
tical, successful, commercial operation, and also because 
defendant’s screens approach it in construction. 

This machine belongs to the old type of single chamber 
and single diaphragm screens. The screen plates were’ 
supported on transversely extending crossbars, concave on 
their lower side, corresponding to the number of screens. 
The whole space below the crossbars and above the single 
diaphragm plate was open by reason of said concave con- 
struction, so that there was free communication throughout. 
The diaphragm was operated by driving mechanism sub- 
stantially like that used by defendant. In operation the 
pulp was shaken through the slots in the screen plates by 
the vibration of the diaphragm. 2 

It may be noted in this connection, with Bremaker using 
one compartment and one diaphragm, and defendant using 
two compartments and one diaphragm, that the much dis- 
cussed airtight suction theory applies to each, it being only 
a matter of degree, and in multiple each acting as one did 
before. 

Complainant’s criticisms of these screens are as follows: 


“They required a special foundation; they were expen- 
sive to install; they were noisy in operation; they required 
frequent repairs and were slow in operation; * * * no 
means were provided for producing suction, * * * if at 
times a suction could be obtained, it was liable to be in- 
stantly lost by the irregular flow of the stock.” 

Complainant’s counsel admits that these machines did 
“good work, though very little.” And complainant’s wit- 
ness, Warren, testified as follows: 

“In reference to the Bremaker & Moore screen, would 
say that I consider this practically among the class of dia- 
phragm screens and not subject to so much of the imper- 
fections which are referred to above.” * * * 

“In this respect I consider the Bremaker & Moore closely 
approaches the Gotham screen. Under similar conditions, 
I would not say it would make more or less lumps than 
the Gotham screen.” 

The insufficiency of the foregoing criticisms will further 
appear from the admissions of complainant’s witness, 
Remington, quoted below. 

Counsel for complainant, having asserted that the Vic- 
tory screens were immediately adopted, and have since 
been successfully used and have displaced all older types, 
gives ten reasons for this alleged situation, as follows: 

“First—Because Victory’s type of screens was unlike any 
prior screens shown or described, in that it consisted of 
a new and useful combination of elements which separated 
the space under a series of horizontally disposed screen 
plates into a series of separate, independently operated, air 
tight, expanding and contracting chambers crosswise of the 
vat and located above the horizontal top of the frame, 
beneath the plates; each independently expanding and con- 
tracting chamber, operated upon by a rigid bellows plate 
of nearly the size of the chamber, operated crosswise of 
the length of the vat, whereby a series of partial vacuums 
were produced immediately under the plates, and a series 
of propulsions of stock and air through the slots of the 
plate, so that the whole screen area covered with stock is 
operated upon by suction and blast, and when any portion 
of the plates run dry only the chamber under the dry 
screen plate is inoperative, and the instant when the plate 
is covered the chamber resumes its normal work. 

“Second.—They removed the string, slime, spots and de- 
fects from web and book paper. 

“Third—They cost, to install, about one-third of the 
cost of prior types of screens. 

“Fourth—They screened twice as much stock and do 
their work better than the older types of screens. 

“Fifth—They required no special solid foundation. 

“Sixth.—They effected a great saving in repairs. 

“Seventh—They made little or no noise in operation. 

“Eighth—They required less attention to keep in order; 
the plates needed cleaning but once per week, while prior 
types required cleaning every day. 

“Ninth—They saved a great amount of power. 

“Tenth—They required no special attention while in 
operation.” 

The record establishes beyond contradiction the incor- 
rectness of these assertions to any extent which would 
permit an enlargement of the scope of the claims to em- 
brace defendant’s screens. In fact, most of the assertions 
material to the question of scope may be disposed of by 
the evidence of complainant’s witnesses or undisputed facts. 
That the Victory screen, as made under the patent, was 
not a success, appears, inter alia, from the evidence of 
complainant’s witness, Remington, who testifies as follows: 

“X-Q. 155. You were asked to state, as I understand it, 
whether you thought paper produced on the old Knocker 
screens, the Gould screen, the Black & Clausen screen or 
the Bremaker & Moore screens would be salable today in 
the market on equal terms with paper produced from pulp 
treated by the Gotham type of screens. I will now ask 
you whether you believe that the so called Victory screen 
made by Gotham could be used to produce paper salable 
in the market in competition with the screen known as the 
Gotham screen, made by him after the termination of the 
verbal Agreement and in use today? 

“A. I don’t think it could. The Victory screens were 
never used to any great extent on paper machines. 

“X-Q. 156. You did try to use them, did you not, and 
then relegated them to the pulp mill? 

“A. Yes. 

“X-Q.157. The fact that these Victory screens had sepa- 
rate compartments did not save them from being ineffective 
for work on the paper machine, did it? 

“A. No. 

“X-Q. 158. Nor the fact that the movement of the dia- 
phragms alternately in action? 

“A. It did not. 

“X-Q. 150. As I understand it, the so called Victory 
screens made by Gotham had a separate diaphragm for 
each screen plate, Is that correct? 

“A. Yes. 

“X-Q. 160. But when you came to build them, after he 
had given up his license, you provided a diaphragm for each 
pair of adjacent screen plates. Is that so? 

. Va: 282 

“X-Q. 177. Did you make any profit out of these screens 
last referred to? 





“A. No. 

“X-Q. 178. Did you not conclude that there was no money 
in making and selling the Victory screen? 

“A. There was no money making them the way we 
ee 2 

“RD-Q. 222. The only trouble with the Victory screens 
in using in connection with paper machines was the fact 
that the screen had a little too strong suction. Was not 
that it? 

“A. Yes. 

“RD-Q. 223. And when you enlarged the separate com- 
partments so as to include two screen plates for each bel- 
lows plate was there any further trouble with the use of 
those screens in connection with paper machines? 

“A. We never tried them on a paper machine. It would 
not have made any difference.” 

As to the first point: The complainant’s description of 
the Victory construction omits the specific limitations, 
stated and imported into the claims in suit by reason of the 
file wrapper and specifications and from the prior art, 
whereby defendant’s construction is differentiated from 
said claims. This appears from the discussion of the claims 
and of defendant’s screens in the earlier part of this opin- 
10n, 

The second point may be disposed of by the testimony 
of complainant’s witnesses, Warren and Remington, quoted 
above, and by Remington’s further testimony, as follows: 

“X-Q. 197. Do you consider that the imperfections in pa- 
per due to knots, slime spots and ‘strings’ are diminished 
because of the subdividing of the compartments below the 
screen plates into separate compartments? 

“A. I don’t know that that would make any difference. 

“X-Q. 198. Or to the fact that one diaphragm goes up 
while its neighbor is traveling downward? 

“A. I don’t think that would make any difference. 

“X-Q. 199. Suppose all of the compartments of a Gotham 
screen, except one, were out of action and the diaphragm 
of the single remaining compartment were operated, would 
you get the same quality of pulp in that single department? 

“A. I think you would. 

“X-Q. 200. All of the compartments operate in the same 
way, do they not, in so far as the avoidance of imperfec- 
tions result in the paper are concerned? 

“A. Yes; I think so. 

“X-Q. 201. You have fo doubt of it, have you? 

“A. I have no doubt.” 

As to the third point, one of complainant’s witnesses 
testifies that the Gould screens, which “ran fairly well,” 
were “well built and not very hard to keep in repair.” 

As to point four, it would seem from complainant's evi- 
dence that even if the Victory screens did more work, it 
was not necessarily better work. 

Disregarding, for the purpose of this inquiry, all of de- 
fendant’s evidence, we may assume the correctness of com- 
plainant’s other contentions, that the Victory machine 
was cheaper, did more work by enlarging the bel- 
lows plates to nearly the size of the chamber, 
required less repairs and attention, was less _ noisy, 
and used less power than those of the prior art. But 
even if it be further assumed, which certainly is not satis- 
factorily proved, that these results are due to the con- 
structions covered by the first and second claims of the 
patent, it is clear that these constructions are not used 
by defendant. The complainant's specific air tight con- 
struction may have contributed to the efficiency of the ma- 
chine, but defendant secures its results by a different con- 
struction; the comparative noiselessness and prolonged life 
and saving in foundation and repairs would seem chiefly 
to be the results of avoiding shock by the substitution of 
a modified construction of the old diaphragm for the old 
agitator, while defendant does not have the patented dia- 
phragm, “rendering each bellows and the screen plate above 
it entirely independent from all the others.” 

It is not invention to merely carry forward an in- 
vention shown in a prior machine. “A change only in 
form, proportions, or degree, the substitution of equiva- 
lents, doing substantially the same thing in the same way 
by substantially the same means with better results, is not 
such invention as will sustain a patent.” Smith vs. Nich- 
ols, 21 Wall., 112, 119; Ansonia Brass and Copper Co. vs. 
Electrical Supply Co., 144 U. S., 11. We conclude, there- 
fore, that the advantageous results asserted on behalf of 
such elements of the patented construction as are covered 
by the claims in suit either “fall within the category of 
degree,” or are due to details of construction not used by 
the defendant. 

Thus far the questions at issue have been discussed 
chiefly in the light of the testimony of complainant’s wit- 
nesses and the undisputed showing of the prior art. In 
view of the insufficiency of the testimony to support the 
assertions made in support of the patent, and its negative 
character as to the prior art, we are brought to a consid- 
eration of the latter as testified to by defendant’s witnesses, 
who are practical paper manufacturers of long and exten- 
sive experience. They testify to the continued, actual, 
practical, successful use for years of more than a hundred 
suction diaphragm screens, some with single compartment 
single dfaphragm screens, others with diaphragms divided

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SCREEN DECISION.

into several parts, some of which are in use at the present 
time. They assert that the single diaphragm screens 
screened just as well, made just as good paper, had as 
strong suction, and required only the same foundations as 
the multiple screens. Hall, one of the defendant’s wit- 
nesses, sums the matter up as follows: 

“All conditions being equal, I should say there was prac- 
tically no difference between the workings of single com- 
partment single diaphragm screens and the multiple com 
partment multiple diaphragm screens.” 

In this connection it must be noted that the evidence of 
complainant shows that the various new types of separate 
compartment suction screens have in large measure dis- 
placed the older type, and are now generally used in the 
wood paper pulp industry. Defendant contends, however, 
that this change is due, not to the adoption of the charac- 
teristic featurés of the Victory construction, but to an 
avoidance thereof, and the substitution of non-infringing 
features. 

How far this contention is justified by the facts shown 
it is unnecessary to determine. It is sufficiently proved that 
the old screens were and are practicable, and that, even if 
the screens originally constructed under the Victory patent 
were impracticable, the defects have been remedied, and 
machines constructed along the lines of his patent are now 
a practical commercial success. 

Counsel for complainant, referring to the testimony of 
her witnesses, says as follows: 

“All these witnesses agree that paper could not now be 
made and marketed were the old screens to be used, on 
account of the damaged quality of the product. This evi- 
dence is wholly uncontroverted.” 

But he fails to point out what has been shown above, 
that the same criticism applies to the original Victory 
screens, before the introduction of the later improvements. 

An exhaustive examination of the record, and careful 
consideration of all the arguments herein, in view of the 
importance of the questions involved, compels the conclu- 
sion that the Victory conception was a meritorious one, and 
not justly subject to the criticisms belittling the status of 
the invention. We conclude that the Victory patent dis- 
closed a novel and more simple and economical construction, 
which materially contributed to increased efficiency and 
possible superiority of product, and substantially advanced 
the pulp screening art. 


It was new in Victory to use bellows plates with concave 
tops, having bellows joints secured to their sides and ends, 
flexible packing strips, such as he describes, and forked 
connecting frame. And Victory departed from the prior 
art, not only in these details of construction, but also by 
placing a diaphragm up between each pair of cross bars, 
thus effecting a division of the spaces into separate, isolated, 
independent pumping chambers. 

Therefore, every assumption has been made and every 
doubt has been resolved in favor of the patent, so far as 
this was justified by the record. But, even in this view, 
we cannot ignore the self imposed limitations of the claims 
in suit, justified, if not required, by the prior art. The 
defendant, by the climination or modification of the claimed 
details of the patented construction, and a readjustment of 
relative size and location of supporting bars, diaphragms 
and flow box, either permissible by reason of the disclos- 
ures of the prior art, or not covered by the claims in suit, 
has succeeded in constructing a non-infringing machine. 

The decree of the Court below is reversed, with costs 
of this appeal, and the Court below is directed to dismiss 
the bill with costs.

that to at once cut off such a large trade would be a serious 
blow to Canadian, and particularly to Quebec interests
